I.—_DEPARTMENTAL NOTES. 


t. During the year under report there is nothing of importance to record 
_ Persounel. concerning the personnel of Officers. 
a, My Head Clerk, Mr. Narayan Mahadeo Tatake, who~ joined this 

Ce Department on 6th June 1888, was allowed, at his 

| | ‘Tequest, to avail himself of combined leave—privilege 
for three months and retiring furlough for sixteen months and six days —beginniny 
with the 1st November 1916. The second clerk hss been appointed to act as 
Head Clerk, the third clerk to act as second clerk, and Mr. E. R. Guruji, 
a clerk in the office of the Mahalkari of Dhond Peta, m: the Poona Collectorate. 
has been taken on deputation as third clerk. 

3. Mr, R. R. Gujar, General Assistant, was also on combined leave for 
six months and twenty-five days only, after the expiry of which he retired from 
service. He has been succeeded by Bala Laxman Chavan. 

4. Owing to serious illness the Third Clerk, Mr. Y. M. Dikshit, was also 
compelled to take combined leave extending over four months and twenty- 
three days. 


IlL—YEAR’S WORK, 


5. At the Headquarters the compilation of the Annual fi eee Report of 

Fa re the last year, the writing out of detailed and exhaustive 

cap ot articles for the Director-General’s Archeological Annual 

and the publication of the List of Photo-Negatives and of Drawings preserved 

in my Office, fully occupied me and my Assistant. The Establishment men were 

busy with completing their work, sufficient materials for which had been obtained 
in the last tournng season. 

6. In my last years Report I have stated that departmental notes have 
been drawn up for the effective conservation of most 
of the dilapidated monuments that have been declared 
protected, and that the principal work of my Department in this connection is 
now to inspect the work of repairs that is going on and above all to train the 
archwological sub-overseers who are aspen entrusted with it. Accordingly 
I visited the different places in the: Panch Mahals, Ahmedabad and Bijapur 
districts where important repairs were bemg. executed. Here not only did 
[ inspect the repair work previously done -but also instructed at least three of the 
four sub-overseers as to the nafure and method of the repairs to be carried out 
and thus initiated them into the ‘sheep of archzeological conservation. The 
results of my inspection work have all been embodied in Part [II. I then

undertook excavations at Mirpur-Khas in Sind which occupied me for a month 
and a half. A short account of the excavations will be found in Part II (a). 
Outside the Bombay Presidency I was able to visit Mount Abo in Rajputana, 
and Manda in Central India (t/ra, pages 7, 8 and 57). | 
My Assistant, Dr. V. 5, Sukthankar, took up the work of preparing an 

inventory of the ancient monuments of Rajputana and with that object in view 
visited the archeological remains in the Sirohl State, a short but eieanae 
deseription of which is contained in Part IV. He has also been making himself 
acquainted with the conservation work of this Circle and showing good _progress. 
| have no doubt that after a year or so he will make himself quite indispensable 
to the Archeological Department, as he is very intelligent and hard-working and 
of quick despatch. 

8. All these and other movements, during the year, of both of us will be

[il.—PUBLICATIONS. 


9. During the year under review the Annual Progress Keport of my’ Circle 
for 1915-16 and the List of Photo-Negatives and List of Drawings stored in my 
Office were published. Also, I contributed an article to the Annual of the 
Director General of Archeology, in which were described fully the excavations 
conducted at and near Nagari, a village 8 miles north of Chitorgarh in the 
Udaipur State. My Assistant, Dr. V. S. Sukthankar, contributed an article on 
the Besnagar Inscription of Heliodoros to the same Annual, 


IV.—_ MUSEUMS. 
lo, The most valuable acquisition made by the Prince of Wales Museum 
Prince of Wakes Museum, .«UFing the year under report was the collection of coins 


purchased from Mrs. Howell, wife of Captain R. M. 
Howell, S, and T. Corps. In August last | had occasion to inspect this 
collection, and, on caren examimng it, 1 found that it was a thoroughly 
tepresentative one and strong in Indo-Greek and Gupta sections with a few 
unique types not known upto this time. Again about eighty coms belonged to 
ancient Rome and Greece and had a peculiar interest and importance as they 


_ were all acquired (as 1 was assured by Captain Howell) from Kohat and the 


surrounding regions. ‘The only drawback was that the collection contained some 
two hundred modern coins of minor importance which the owner was unwilling to 
sever from the more valuable portion, As this drawback was not of a serous 
kind, | proposed to the Trustees of the Museum to buy the whole collection for 
Rs. 5,000, though the price quoted by Mrs. Howell was 6,000. ‘The Trustees 
unanimously agreed, and Mrs, Howell was induced to part with it for the sum 
fixed. When the extreme rarity of the Indo-Greek silver and the Gupta gold 
and copper coins ts taken into consideration, the Prince of Wales Museum, which 
has started so late in the day, must be considered fortunate in havin secured 
such a valuable collection at such a comparatively low price. Soe alae 
pages 50-1, paragraphs 12-13. 
if. Another acquisition made by this Museum was the present of twelve 
copper-plates and one copper seal by the Palithana Darbar in Kathiawar through 
the kind offices of W. C. Tudor-Owen, Esquire, 1. C.S., Political Agent, 
Gohilwad Prant. They were first sent in 1909 to the late Mr. A. M. T. Jackson, 
who published a short note on them in the May number of the /ndian Ants Mary, 
i910. They were, however, edited later on by Prof. Sten Konow jn the 
Epigraphia Indica, Volume XI. There can be no doubt that most of these 
mscriptions are important, and, in particular, the one belonging to the Garulakas, 
4 hitherto unknown dynasty. Mr. Tudor-Owen was good cough Gena ther 
to me for exammation and ask whether they were required for the Museum. Of 
course, such a precious gift could not but be 2 atelully accepted by me for the 
Prince of Wales Museum, whose Secretary, iE ciclecsusaa tts thanked very 
warmly both the Darbar and Mr, Tudor-Owen. 
Thanks to the genuine and deep interest taken by the Director-General 
Archaology in the Bombay Museum, the Government of the United Provinces 
have been prevailed upon to present-it with as many of the duplicates as required 
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assigned to Messrs. D, Joglekar & Co.; Poona. 1 am glad this work has 
been finished and we are now in Wariesee of a complete set of negatives and 
two sets of prints from them, In the matter of selecting and at proving these 
negatives and prints I received valuable help from Sir John Marshall, for which it 
is Impossible to thank him suihciently. | havé also prepared ground plans of the 
various storeys of the Great Tower, wherein also the exact places of the images 
photographed have been duly indicated. Almost all the requisite materials are 
now ready for the preparation of the volume descriptive of this Tower referred to 
in my last Report, and I have no doubt that when it is brought out, it will be 
invaluable to the student of the Hindu science and art of iconography. 


VIL—EXCAVATION, 


19. As proposed i paragraph 43 of my last year's Progress Report 
| carried out some excavation work near Mirpur-Khas in Sind. About a mile 
from this place are the ruins of an ancient town, from where in March 1 glo my 
predecessor, Mr. Cousens, dug out a Buddhist gee There were many mounds 
in its. close vicinity which were worth tapping, but which remained unexplored 
owing to Mr, Cousens’ retirement soon thereafter. _In front of the mound opened 
by him and not far from it were two big mounds with a 4achcha road in het ween. 
I selected the southern of these mounds and was engaged upon its excavation 
during the cold season that | was encamped there. Of course it was impossible 
to clear off the whole of this mound, but I was glad that the work so far as it was 
done proved to be eminently successful and highly interesting. A brief account 
of it has been given in Part Il (@) of the Report. As was expected, it yielded 
quite a wealth of mimor Buddhist antiquities and remains of Buddhist monuments, 
A regular forest of smaller s/#fas was here extricated. Those that were opened 
were found to enshrine relic pots containing bones. Votive objects, such as 
diminutive clay sfmpas and tablets of various ses and description, were found in 
numbers. Theremains of two monasteries were also exhumed, but the work 
could not be finished dunng the brief space of time that was at my disposal, 
Particularly interesting was the colossal standing stucco figure of Buddha or 
Bodhisattva covered with gold leaf, not unlike those found in. Khotan by 
sir Aurel Stem. But the unique feature of these excavations was the light they 
threw orn the devices to which penne resorted for protecling their religious 
sites and buildings against the c epredations of the river Indus, which was 
notorious for her freaks before her course was restrained by the construction of the 
moder scientific embankments, All these points have been briefly touched upon 
in Part Il, p. 47 and ff. | 


VIII.—_EPIGRAPHY. 


20. An abstract of the important inscriptions that have come 
under my notice during the past year is given in Part [1 (4). One of these is 
particularly interesting, A few years ago no archeologist would have ventured 
to say that the city and district of Poona were older than the Muhammadan 
period. Only four years ago a copper-plate gtant was found at Dhamdhere’s 
lalegaon, and J had occasion to show that this inscription gave Ponaka as the 
old name of Poona and Muila of the Mula—one of the two rivers on whose junction 
Poona was situated (Progress Report for 1912-13, page 54). The record 
‘mentioned certain villages in the Poona district, most of which had been preserved 
to this day. It again told us that Poona was not only an ancient place but was 
also then the headquarters of a district, as it is at. the present day. Further we 
know from the same grant that the Poona district was included in the dominions 
of the Kashtrakatas in the year 690 Saka = 768 A.D.—the date of the inseription. 
This tme I have found another grant which points to the antiquity of other 
places in the same district. It conclusively proves in the first place that Phaltan, 
the principal town of the Native State of the same name, was in ancient days known 
as Palayatthana (lit. "old town’). Secondly, the river Nira which is as famous as 
any one of the two rivers near Poona and the village Vira (from which the 
‘surname Virkar among DeSastha Brahmanas is derived) are not only ancient 
places, but were known precisely by these names. Thirdly » the Nira valley owned 
the sway of the Chalukyas, the predecessors of the Roshiakons in the Saka

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year 607 = 687 A.D., the date of the charter. We can, therefore, safely say that 
the Poona district is not of a recent origin, but was known long long before the 
advent of the Muhammadans (p. 49, para. 4). 

21, Part 1V contains a detailed account of several interesting mscriptions 
bearing on the history of the Paramaras of Aba discovered by Dr. Sukthankar in 
the Siroht State. 

IX.—NUMISMATICS. 

22, In paragraph 10 supra, | have atverted to the collection of coins 
purchased from Mrs. Howell for the Prince of Wales Muscum. At least 
three unknown types were here traceable which have all been briefly described in 
petegraph 12 on page 50 of Part I. Particularly important are (1) the Lyre 
(gold) type of Chandragupta I] whose father Samudragupta alone was so long 
thought to have struck it, and (2) the,copper coms of Kumaragupta, which are 
not only very rare, but present here an entirely new variety. Perhaps the most 
interesting part of Mrs. Howell's collection was the sixty-nine coins of both the 
Republican and Imperial Roman times. They were all collected by Captain 
Howell in Kohat and the neighbouring provinces. [evidently brisk trade must 
have brouglit them ito circulation in those regions as it undoubtedly did in the 
Coimbatore and surrounding districts of the Madras Presidency. As Roman 
coinage is thus seen to be in circulation in provinces north-west of India, it 
becomes clear why its specimens were discovered in almost all the stupas 
opened there. 

| &.—PROTECTED MONUMENTS. 

23, It is very gratifying to record that during the year under review 
s4 monuments have been brought under protection against 17 of the preceding 
year and 41 of the year ending March 1914, Only for the year 1gt4-15 the total 
had reached the unusually high figure of 160, But it isnot to be expected, nor 
indeed is it possible, that this high figure should again be reached, For, as was 

ointed out last year, the number of monuments to be brought, on the protected 
ist must necessarily diminish from year to year. Among the monuments declared 
protected this year there are ten forts, eight of which are situated in the Koliba 
district, | 

e4. Inrepard to the execution of agreements with the owners of monu- 
ments, however, | am sorry to observe that only 23 monuments have been 

roposed for that purpose during the year. And 50 in drawing the attention of 
the Heads of Districts to the remarks in the concluding portion of paragraph 26 
of my last Annual Report it is earnestly urged that the work will be prosecuted 
= henceforward with some enthusiasm as shown in the preceding years. 
25, Appendix H gives two lists (a) showmg monuments declared

XI.—_CONSERVATION. 
(2) Bombay Presidency, 


26. An expenditure of Rs, 42,400 was incurred in this Presidency during 
the year under report for the conservation of archzo- 
logical buildings. Rs. 30,0co out of this amount were 
spent upon . special (non-recurring) repairs, and the remainder upon annual 
current repairs, The details of this expenditure and the various. items of repair 
have been set forth in Appendix K. So far as merely the actual repairs 
executed are concerned Appendix N gives perhaps a better idea. , 
27. The greatest amount of conservation work was this year as last year 

. “2 carried out at Champanir in the Panch Mahals district, 


as much as Rs, 7,705 being expended on special repair. 
and Rs. 745 on cbrrent repairs. 1 am glad the same good quality of work is 
being maintained, and the difficulties and intricacies of the work boldly and 
effectively grappled with. The rather dangerous work of replacing old fractured 
lintels by new ones beneath a dome of the Bohra-ki Masjid and that of rebuilding 
the north-east corner of the Mahuda-ki Masjid Roza which was ina parlous 
condition have been, on the whole, satisfactorily carried out, and the Public Works 
Department Officers, therefore, deserve great praise (infra, p. 53). 
wai7—3 
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of thé minor antiquities, originally recovered in excavations at Sahet-Mahcet, 
Kasia and so forth, and now deposited at the Provincial Museum of Lucknow. 
These will be sent to Bombay as soon as the building of the Prince of Wales 
Museum is ready to receive them. 
13. Progress continues to be maintained in the matter of acquiring antiquities of 
eae! the Adil Shahi period. ‘This is an additional corrobora- 
eee ik tion of the fact that war has imdirectly benefited this 
Museum, there being very few European and especially American tourists to 
Bijapur to carry away moveable antiquities by paying fabulous prices. Itis a 
matter of exceedingly great satisfaction that the Bombay Government have very 
kindly and promptly moved the Government of India to issue a notification under 
section 17 of the Ancient Monuments Preservation Act for effectively prohibiting 
henceforward the exploitation of the Bijapur antiquities, [his augurs well for the 
future of the Museum, which, | have no doubt, will before long abound with 
antiquarian objects of the Adil Shahi period. 

14. It is now high time to prepare a detailed descriptive catalogue of the 
antiquities exhibited in this Museum, | very much longed to take up this work 
aiyself, but as my hands were already too full, there was no recourse left but for 
me to find out a suitable antiquarian who could do it. With this end in view 
| approached the Director-General of Archweology, but he could not spare any 
one of his scholars for this work. | was, therefore, compelled to approach the 
Trustees to the Prince of Wales Museum to allow me to put their Assistant 
Curator, Mr. K. N. Dikshit, to this work: The Trustees very kindly complied 
with my request, but when he was about to go to Bijapur for this purpose, the 
Government of India suddenly asked for the transfer of his services, as a Curator 
was required to look after the Provincial Museum, Lucknow. He had, therefore, 
to go away, and the cataloguing work of the Bijapur Museum still remains far 
from realisation. I intended entrusting this work thereafter to Dr. V.S, Sukthan- 
kar, my Assistant, who | am sure is now equal to the task, And if my successor, 
Mr. R. D. Banerji, does not himself want to undertake this work, it is hoped that 
it will be assigned to him. 

15. Appendix F eres in detail, information regarding antiquities 
presented to or acquired by the different Museums in this Circle during the year 
under report. 

V-VI.—LISTING OF MONUMENTS AND 
ICONOGRAPHY. 

16, 1! am glad that the work of hsting the ancient remains of Rajputana, 
which had for six years remained in abeyance, has been resumed by my Assistant, 
De. V. S. Sukthankar, whose interesting account of the various monuments 


surveyed and the various inscriptions discovered is contamed im Part. IV. For - 


nearly three months he was busy with exploring the Siroht State. He visited 
thirty places, and has brought back with him about sixty inscriptions, as many 
photographs and one drawing, Of the monuments surveyed by him the marble 
temple of Sarya at Varman appears to be a specimen of superb workmanship. 
Though structurally it is not in a bad condition, it seems to be woefully neglected. 
It, however, deserves to be classed as a first class monament and kept in a neat 
and tidy condition, This Department will of course be very glad to make the 
necessary proposals for its care and maintenance if the Siroht Darbar desires it. 

17, It is also gratifying to learn that another scholar likewise will ere long 
be engaged on preparing an inventory of the old monuments of Rajputand. 
Dr, L. P. Tessitori, a young Italian scholar, who has upwards of three years been 
exploring the field of bardic chronicles in Rajputana, will also in future undertake 
the listing work in the provinces where his bardic work places him. At present 
he is carrying on his search of bardic chronicles in Bikaner and Jodhpur and can 
thus take up archzological listing work in these States only. He met me on 
Mount Abo in February last by appomtment, and | have made him fully 
conversant with the nature of this work. 

18. In paragraph 16 of my last year's Report I have referred to the 
possibility of preparing hotographic reproductions of the mages and sculptures 
of the Great Tower of Chitorgarh and have stated that this work had been

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28. During the year under report there was an exceptionally heayy rainfall 
Se ee almost inthe whole of the Bijapur district, with the 
a ee result that at Badamt, Aihole and Pattadkal many 
houses fell down and the poor were rendered homeless. Naturally they rushed 
along with their cattle into caves and a oi Humane considerations, of course, 
required that archeological buildings should extend shelter to them in such a 
helpless condition, but this act of charity led to the abuse and disfigurement 
of these monuments as was feared. The people were cooking inside, and 
consequently the walls, images and ceiling of the caves and temples were darkened 
with smoke, and nasty smell spread all over. Besides, the boys among them 
seem to have made free use of charcoal in scribbling ther names-and drawing 
all sorts of figures, and, what is perhaps worse, some urchins scraped out even 
cement from the joints. For about a month the people were in occupation of the 
archarological monuments. In March last 1 had occasion. to visit the caves at 
Gadami, and notwithstanding that orders were issued by the Collector, steps had 
not till then been taken by the local authorities to clean them. IT have, however, 
since made arrangements for the walls, ceiling and floor being washed clean with 
soap and water and rubbed with wire brushes wherever necessary. 


29. It must, however, be clearly understood that the occupation of 
yy we. archzeological buildings cannot be justified except 
Scan ee of archeolgical under the circumstance of dire public necessity, such as 
the one just adverted to. In December last certain 
Muhammadans of Bijapur sent an application to the Collector intimating that the 
mosque of the Gol Gumbaz had been allowed by the Executive Engineer to be 
occupied by a school called the 5. K. PathSala on account of plague and 
_ requesting that steps should be taken to vacate it, as it was contrary to Muham- 
madan religion and an insult to the Masjid to beso occupied. The application 
was forwarded tome by the Collector. On making inquiries | came to know 
that the Executive Engineers of Bijapur were in the habit of allowing people in 
plague days not only to raise huts in the compounds of the archaeological 
buildings but also to use them. It is perfectly true that the ground urged by the 
local Muhammadans for the removal of the school was noi a sound or fair one 
at all, because, in the first place, the monument was Government property and 
Government could do anything with it they liked. Secondly, for many a year at 
a stretch this sane mosque was occupied, with the permission of the Executive 
Engmeer, of course, by a Muhammadan gentleman of Bijapur for residential 
urposes whenever there was plague in the town. He resided with his whole 
lamily and relatives, and yet no objection was ever raised by any Muhammadan. 
Nevertheless, tt must be remembered that archwological buildings are objects of 
art and ought to be cherished as such, and must on no account be put to any 
profane use even temporarily. [tis now known. all over India that many of the 
archeological monuments originally accommodated Government Offices, and 
Government certainly did not vacate them and + xpend huge sums of money in 
erecting new buildings for Office purposes in order that these monuments might 
be occupied by private individuals or institutions! It is, therefore, exceedingly 
desirable that all Executive Engineers should look upon archeological buildings 
in their charge with wsthetic and not utilitarian feeling, and should on no account 
permit their occupation even temporarily or render their surroundings inartistic 
or unclean by allowing huts to be raised in their compounds. 


go. On page 8, paragraph 33 i my Progress cr at up 1913-14, I ae 
Defacement of Sinnar Teme,  ‘'clerted to the defacement and breakage of some idols 
48 ee in the temple of GondeSwar at Sinnar in the Nasik 
district. The broken fragments had been successfully re-set with Meyer’s stone 
cement, and it was hoped that no further sacrilege would be perpetrated, ‘This 
hope, however, was not destined to be realised, and, curiously enough, exactly 
_tho'e idols which were cemented were found rebroken in July last. and, what is 
worse, damage to the carved portions inside the temple was also attempted. On 
making enquiries it was found that the compound of the temple was used for 
grazing cattle and gymnastic people frequented it, What I cannot understand 
is how this damage was caused when the temple was so close beside the Mamlat- 
dar's Aachert and the Police Lines. The necessary repairs have, of course, been 
execiited again, and a Chaukidar appointed to prevent the repetition of similar 
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sacrilege, but it is sincerely hoped that the Police authorities will leave no eforts 
untried to detect the culprits, for this is the second time that the temple has heen 
so defaced. 

31. In Part HI of this Report (page 54, para. 11) I have adverted to the 


‘tebiicg near a riccuineet. blasting operations carried out unrestrictedly in the 





3 immediate neighbourhood of the famous Gol Gumbaz 
in Bijapur. The Executive Engineer canpot be too much thanked for siving me 
‘atimation of it and the Goyernment for stopping it and thus avertmg what might 

rhaps have proved to he a great catastrophe. There was already a through 
crack in the dome of this building which was causing us great anxirty. Agam 
two years ago when similar blasting was going on within one-fourth of a mile 
fom the. Gol Gumbaz, one or two brackets actually fell down. This time the 
operations were being conducted at a much shorter distance, and might have 
caused the destruction of its already cracked dome and with it of the whispering 

allery which is one of the wonders of India, if Government had not interposed tn 
time. It is absolutely necessary that some rules should be framed for regulating 
excavation by blasting near the ancient monuments, and Ihave no doubt that 
Government will be so good as to take the necessary steps in this direction. | 

32. 1am glad I igh apie Oe eee meet and a three of digaay 

 Anl Archwological Sub-overseers, viz., those stationed at 

Archmological Sub-overseers- = Champanir, Ahmedabad and Bijapur. One thing 
noticeable in them was the bare utilitarian point of view with which they looked 
at the repairs to be carried out to the archeological monuments. The zesthetic 
ideal is, however, bemge more prominently placed before them and they are showing 
signs of attuning their minds to it. They are now perceiving that it 1s not 
‘enough putting an arch#ological building into a structurally sound condition 
anyhow, but that the object of archeology is to do it artistically and without 
doing any violence to its architectural style. 1 have no doubt that in two or 
three years’ time they will thoroughly assimilate the principles underlying the 
conservation of monuments. 

-3. Mr.L. J. Dalal, one ofthe Archasological Sub-overseers, who was stationed 
at Dharwar, could not remain there owing to adverse domestic circumstances 
and applied for permission to revert to his original post in the Public Works 
Department. This he was allowed to do by Government Order No. E-4938o, 
Public Works Department, dated the 20th April 1916, and Mr. D. G. Madhekar, 
originally in the Thana district, appointed to his place. 

34. This Department has from time to time recommended the use of the 
materials noted in the margin in connection with the 
archeological monuments, and extracts from the 
various Executive Engineers’ Reports on the experi- 
ments made during t-e year under review have been 
givenin Appendices O, Pand R. This will enable the 
Executive Engineer of one district to understand with what success the same 
materitts have been used in another district and help him to form a_ correct 
estimate of their value.

| grouting machine. In fact, my Circle has been the 

— * first to use it for sréngthecta dlapidanda monuments. 
It has so far been tried in two districts—Panch Mahals and Nasik. The 
Executive Engineers of both these districts seem to have formed a favourable 
opinion of the use-and working of the machine as will be seen from excerpts 
from their reports given in Appendix S. It may, therefore, be now safely 
recommended to the other Executive Engineers of the Presidency. 

(4: Central India. | 

36. A new crosswise crack running east to west was found developing itself 
in the walls and floor of the south Pavilion of ROpmati’s 
Palace at Mandu. Evidently the Pavilion with its 

upper cracked half dome was going down in spite of the recent buttresses to the 
‘south wall. The Dhar Darbar was, therefore, anxious to know what remedial 
measures were necessary to prevent the crack from gaping further. Accordingly, 
f ‘| visited Mandu in December last and carefully inspected the building. The 
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cause of it was traceable to the wall built to support the lower dome. or vault, 
which, being without a foundation, was separatng from the building and 
pressing itself against the south wall. 1 could not, however, understand 
why the vault required this support wall at all and why the wall was erected 
foundationless. There was a good deal of work done at Mandu six or seven 
years ago without consulting the Archeological Department, and I have no doubt 
the wall was put up at that time. In order to make Sure that the wall was not 
requited to prop up the vault, I have asked the State Engineer, Dhar, to dis- 
mantle four of its layers from the top and see whether the vault softs have any 
tendency to tome down or show any kind of movement. When it is conclusively 

established that the wall does not at all serve this purpose, it will be demolished. 


37- While Twas at Mandu, I was glad to find that the modern segmental 
arch of the porch of the Jami‘ Masjid was well replaced by one of the old 
Saracenic style. Proposals for undertaking this work had been made five years 
ago and the work was wellnigh over last year, but it was during this year that 
it was brought to a thorough completion. | was, however, surprised to see that 
although it was in December, that is, sufficiently long after the cessation of the 
monsoon that I visited Mandu, the kachcha roads connecting the different 
monuments were in anything but satisfactory state, and that, in particular, those 
leading to Baz Bahadur’s Palace and Rapmati’s Pavilion were absolutely 
impassable to any motor car or horse tonga. Upto at least 1913 when I visited 
Mandu last they were in the best of repairs and in an entirely sausfactory condi- 
tion. I have drawn the attention of the Diwan Saheb to this-sad state of 
disrepair, and it is hoped that they will again be maintained withthe same Care as 
before. 

38. On page 11, paragraph go of my last Report, I have given a brief 
account of the monuments existing at Surwaya in the Gwalior State and have stated 
that I have made proposals for their conservation as required by the M aharaja. The 
measures proposed, I hear, have all been carried out. As they were personally 
supervised by Mr. M. B. Garde, Inspector of Archzology, Gwalior, | have no 
doubt that the work must have been satisfactorily executed. The idea of issuing a 
guide-book suggested by me has also been taken up with alacrity by the Darbar. 
Mr. Garde was entrusted with the work and his compilation sent to me for 
approval. I returned it with certain suggestions of mine and I have no doubt 
that they will be duly attended to. What js wanted is a small illustrated guide, 
intended not for augmenting the knowledge of antiquarians and scholars but for 
interesting laymen in the archeological monuments (2nfra, p. 57). 

(c) Rajputana. 
39. Early in February last I visited Mount Aba and inspected the cele- 
SiStad ane brated temples at Dilwara. The work of restoration 


is still in charge of the same mistry as before. Some 
of the defects pointed out by Mr. Page have already received attention, and the 


Mistry has expressed his intention of Carrying’ out the other Suggestions in 


Mr. Page’s Conservation Notes, Ra; Bahadur Chuttan Lal, Executive Engineer, 
Mount Aba Division, has also kindly promised to supervise the work from time 
to time and give the mistry any advice that he may require. We may, therefore, 
now hope that the policy of replacement” of existing original parts will no 
longer be carried out. Such replacements as those objected to by. Mr, Page 
were done in 1906, so far as I was able to ascertain. The proposed “ replace- 
ment ” of later odd black stone members by white marble’ones may be undertaken’ 
without appreciable detriment archzologically and with much gain to the 
architectural whole. Though the replacement of original existing parts looks 
like being abandoned, the “ restoration” of the missing members wi » 1 under- 
Stand, be pursued with unabated vigour. It is true that this is not Strictly in 
accordance with the canons of archzeological conservation, but archeological 
considerations will not materially suffer so long as the quality of the work for 
which the present mistry is responsible js uniformly maintained.

41. Inthe case of tbe Assistant Superintendent it may BS paler e 
Cet s subject to the approval of my successor, that he should 
or cee eG the first oe eoeepy kimsel for a month or so 
with the work of compiling a detailed descriptive catalogue of the exhibits of the 
Bijapur Museum. He might then take up the work of preparing aslist- of the 
ancient monuments either of Rajputana or of Baroda. It is also eyeing: that 
he should make himself more conversant with the conservation work:of this Circle, 
but it is for my successor to decide what work exactly in this respect should be 
assigned to him.

“The effect of the Auid was difficult to judge but it appeared to be a fairly good 
precise coat for stone, Decayed portions of temples were treated but in doing 50 it was 
ound necessary to remove the scale on the face of the stone first. The portion from 
which such scale or decayed face of stone tequires removal has to be carelully selected so 
that any important features of the temples are not removed thereby.”

The Superintending Engineer, Northern Division, in his letter No. 3439, dated 
14th May 1917, reports that— 
_ “Experiments witb the above mixture were made in this division for destroying stumps 
in some of the archzxological buildings ; ‘but the information from most of the Executive 
Engineers is that the mixture is not effective. Only the Executive Engineers, Thana and 
Kolaba Districts, who used the solution at the ‘Portuguese remains at Bassein’ and 
*Hirakot buildings at Alibag,’ respectively, report that it was found effective. It cannot, 

* therefore, be said to be uniformly effective.” 

The Executive Engineer, Poona, reports that— 

“The acid mixture for destroying tree stumps was tried at the Shivneri Fort, Junnar, 
and was found effective.” : 

Fhe Executive Engineer, Dharwar, reports that — 

“As regards destruction of tree stumps, unslaked lime was used instead of acid on and 
around the stumps of trees cut down. The result of this experiment will be reported after 
the monsoon.”

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PART II (a). 
EXCAVATIONS. 


1, Inparagraph 19, page 4 supra, it has been stated that I did some excavation 
work near Mirpur Khas and opened a mound in front of and not far from the Buddhist 
‘stupa here extricated by Mr. Cousens in 1910. Remains of four different periods 
were brought to light. Those of the first or latest period were exposed nearly a 
foot and a half below the surface of the ground. Beyond the remnants of a bastion 
and two or three wallings nothing was found. I had to dig nearly six feet eight inches 
below before I lighted upon those of the second period. It was not simply the 
depth of the debris to which I had to dig that surprised me but rather its nature. 
For it was found to be composed of different layers, such as those of earth, ashes 
and sand. It appeared that this debris was the result not of natural accumula- 
tion but of deliberate filling—a conclusion strengthened by the fact that among its 
layers were some of kachcha bricks which could not have been placed im such 
layers except in a deliberate filling. The remains of the second period consisted 
of smaller sfapas and wallings of two monasteries of about the 6th century A. D. 
Quite a number of stipas were here laid bare—as many as 76. Most of them 
were in good condition, and showed hardly any effect of falar or ‘salt, which is 
an enemy to all brick structures ‘1 Sind. This was doubtless due to the fact that 
they were coated with mortar, which was but another evidence of mortar being 


* known to the Indians before the advent of the Muhammadans. Those of the 


smaller stapas which were all but destroyed were opened by me and in the case 
of all of them was found, almost a foot from the base, a tiny funeral urn contain- 
ing bones. About three and a half feet below the ground level of the second 
period were exposed other smaller sapas (third period), of which, however, only 
a few were found. Two of these, again, were singularly enough clay s¢upas. One 
of the brick ones of this period was opened and was found to contain a funeral 
urn, which was also discovered in one of the clay sfapas. But the other clay 
sfipa, curiously enough, did not contain any relic pot, but rather seems to have 
enclosed a number of tablets. 1 continued digging still deeper but only .in one 
place. And at a depth of six feet from the level of the third period | succeeded 
in exposing a brick dais. Far from stopping here | resumed digging still deeper at 
that place. A depth of five feet three inches below the dais had been reached, but as 
the season was far advanced I had to give up the digging. It, however, satished 
me that by a still deeper excavation I could have reached a stratum of a still earlier 
period, because the debris here too was purposely heaped up as shown by the 
various layers composing it. The question now arose: what could be the 
significance of these deliberate fillings, made one upon the other at five different 
periods? What was the object with which these different layers of earth, sand, 
ashes and fachcha bricks were at five different periods systematically laid up one 
upon the other and rammed down for the purpose of raising the original ground 
level? I began to carefully survey this whole ancient site which covered an area 
of and was at least 17’ higher than the surrounding level. But what was the 
nature of the surrounding level 2 Was it a virgin soil or an artificial ground 
consisting of ancient debris ? A close inspection showed that this surrounding 
low level too was strewn with ancient remains, and it must be remembered that tt 
was in one of the fields on this low level that an image of Brahma was discovered 
a few years ago which has been assigned by Mr. Cousens to the sth century A. D. 
Evidently therefore the high central site where Mr. Cousens and myself 
excavated seems to have been raised up from the original level to its present 
height by fillings executed at five different periods. To leave no doubt on the 
point, I excavated at three different places on this site, and at every one of these 
places there were unmistakable indications of the fillings. What could be the 


- yaison d’étre of these fillings ? ‘An idea occurred to me that the cause could be 


no other than the river Indus herself. The Indus at present flows nearly 48 miles 
away to the west of Mirpur Khas, but there can be no doubt that she was at one 
time flowing by the old town which was situated here up till the-7th century A. D, 
In the debris of the fillings quite a number of river shells were found in the 


- various layers of sand, earth and ashes. Nay, the kachcha bricks, of which 
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also layers were found there, themselves. contained these shells. Again a large 
deserted river channel is still pointed out by the people as Purano Dhoro within 
a quarter of a mile from these ruins, and is also shown in the map of Sind. | And 
it has been admitted by the present authorities on Sind history that the Purano 
Dhoro, wherever it is traceable, represents one of the old channels of the Indus. 
The river Indus was notorious for her freaks and is known to have changed her 
course frequently until when a few years ago large embankments were constructed 
by the British Government restraining her movements, But even now near her 
southernmost end she still remains unrestrained, and when the Indus sometimes 
_ overflows her-banks and the floods are very high there, the phenomenon, I am 
told, is still not unusual of people deserting their dwellings and going with their 
cattle for shelter in small cottages put up on sufficiently tall bamboos. I have no 
doubt that the practice was prevalent all over Sind formerly before the Indus was 
restrained, and must have been prevalent in very early times too. One can, 
therefore, easily understand the people of the ancient town near Mirpur Khas 
living on the low levels and leaving them temporarily for quarters in the higher 
level in times of necessity and settling down again in their original dwellings when 
the floods subsided. But what about their religious buildings, suchas the stiipas 


and monasteries and the sites hallowed by their existence? The dwelling houses, 


different thing. The people could not afford to see them washed away, both on 
utilitarian and religious grounds, and would be the last to give up the place 
rendered sacred by them. And it was to fortify these religious- structures against 
the depredations of the floods that the ground levels seem to have been raised at 
different times by systematic fillings. I have no doubt: that the four different 
fillings represent the four different times of the abnormal floods of the Indus which 
necessitated the raising of the ground. 


2.. In the north-eastern corner of the area excavated was brought to light 
the torso of ‘a colossal standing stucco figure of Buddha or Bodhisattva. This 
appears to belong to the second period, I[t was found resting against-a kachcha 
brick wall running north to south, covered with thick mud plaster and afterwards 
coated -with a fine chunam whitewash. The stucco figure seems to have been 
put up by first making a wooden framework, the different parts of which were 
made fast with iron nails. Iron nails were traceable also in many of its fragments, 
particularly the fingers where the stucco, no doubt, needed some stiff material 


inside, The innermost core of the figure consisted of clay on which came the. 


stucco layer. This stucco again was covered with a kind of hard plaster of 
unknown composition with a reddish tint, such as would result from the mixing of 
gud or molasses in its preparation. Gold leaf was found glued all over the 
surface, which to this day is as bright as it was originally. This method of 
ornamenting stucco figures, though rare in India, was corm mon in ancient Khotan 
as has been clearly proved by the excavations of Sir M. A. Stein in that part of Asia. 


3- My excavations were particularly rich- in minor antiquities, which here 
consisted mostly of votive objects, such as diminutive Clay stupas and tablets of 
Various sizes and description. Some of these appear to have been found for the 

first time. Particularly noteworthy is a specimen of a Votive clay stupa shown in 
Photo No. 4556. Its two halves were moulded separately and then joined 
together and ornamented with. tiny clay balls to form garlands. No structural 
example of this class of stupa has so far been found. Of the tablets, that shown 
in photo No. 4563 is unique. Of the votive objects, three sltipas were recovered 
with the usual Buddhist formula written on them. No sttipa has so far been 
by means of a mould.’ Such is not the case with the votive stiipas just 
referred to, These seem to have been shaped with the hand and the creed 
formula afterwards incised on them by means of a reed-pen with a slit end, All 
specimens of writing that have so far been met with, whether in inscriptions or old 
manuscripts, are more or less calligraphic. But the creed formula incised on the 
three sfipas is the first instance of a genuinely ‘owing cursive hand such as 
we would notice in everyday letter correspondence, The importance of these 
insctiptions cannot therefore be overrated. ie ee

ORIGINAL RESEARCH. 


4. In September last I received a set of three copperplates | for examination 
Yejurt plates from the Secretary of the Bombay Branch of the Royal 
: Asiatic Society. They are reported to have come from 
jeje in the Poona District. On deciphering the inscription engraved on tt 
found that it was a charter issued by Vinayaditya of the early Chalukya dynasty 
in the 609 Saka year (expired), corresponding to his ninth regnal year current. 
At that time the king was encamped.at Bhadali near Palayatthana. It recorded 
the grant of a village called Vira to a Brahman named Allasarman, The village, 
we are told, was in the taluka (d4oga) of Satimala of the district (vishaya) ot 
Palayatthana, and was situated on the north bank of the Nira and between the 
villages of MKalahatthana, Paranchika and Harinayiga. Of these localities 
Palayatthana must be the same as the modern Phaltan (North Lat. 18°, E. Long. 
74 30), the chief town of the lower Nira valley and capital of the Native State 
of the same name. Bhadali, the place of the king's encampment, is the present 
‘Badlee-budruk’ of the Atlas Sheet No. 39, five miles soutlt-east of Phaltan, 
Vira, the village granted, which has preserved its name to the present day, is, no 
doubt, the ' Veer” of the Atlas Sheet (North Lat. 18° 9, E. Long. i+ 9), 
and is about 14 miles to the north of the Nira, which, again, is identical with the 
river of the same name mentioned in the inscription, Of the villages surrounding 
Vira, Kalahatthana is not traceable, but Paranchika is obviously Parameht. or 
Parinche, and Harinayiga, Harnt, about 3 and 2} miles north and north-east of 
Vira respectively. . 
5. Early in 1916 oh Stacie anneeamigar eee of Archeology, H. H. Nizam's 
ans Dominions, was informed by Mr. D. P. Kamat, Deput:

The other was.an unpublished 
charter, and as the inscription was interesting enough, I was asked by Mr. Yazdani 
toedit it for the Ayderabad Archeolo ical Serves, Vhis I agreed to do but with the 
collaboration of Mr. K. N. Dikshit, then Assistant Curator of the Prince of Wales 
Museum, as | had not sufficient time at my disposal to do the msenption full 
justice. A paper has accordingly heen prepared and will appear in full in 
the Series just referred to. A short su mmary of its contents 1s, however, 
given here. 

6. The inscription refers itself to the reign of the Western Chalukya king 
Jayasimha 1 Jagadekamalla, and 1s dated Monday, the full-moon day of the 
month Jyeshtha m the Pirngala sarnvatsata, current, of the Jovian cycle, when 
736 years had pido: since the time of the Saka kings, on which day there was a 
eat eclipse. The genealogical portion of the grant agrees closely with that of 
the Miraj grant published by Dr. L. D, Barnett in #p. Jud, Vol. All, 
No. 34, and therefore teaches us nothing new about the Chalukya family. The 
donee is a Brahmana from the village Parvvada of the Lohita gotre and a follower 
of the ‘Taittirtya Sakha of the Yajurveda, The village granted was 
Nakaregummalu in the Atkaru-Seventy of the Savvi country. The name of the 
writer of the grant is Mayiveva, who was attached to the oifice of Prolamarya, 
Director of Police (danda-nayaka), and officer in charge of grants (S@sanadhuikarin). 
The latter official is no doubt identical with the Protarya, and* the former 
: probably with the Maipayya, of the Miraj plates referred to above. 


7. Last year I received intimation about there being an ‘inseribed stone at 
AE 2) Chimalet in the Bijapur district.

As many a3 69 Roman coins were found in Mrs. Howell’s collection, 
most of which were silver and belonged to the various Officers of the Roman 
Republic. . The interest of these coins lies in the fact that they were all collected 
from Kohat ‘and the neighbouring regions. [Evidently they must have been in 


circulation there for the purposes of commerce, Seventeen coins belong to the 


Roman Emperors, four to the “ Coinage of Italy “ and one to the “ Coinage of 
Spain." As-many as forty-one pe rian to the various Officers of the Roman 
Republic, and one is unidentifiable. The remaining five, which are copper, are of 
both the Republican and Imperial Roman times. _ | 


14. In June 1914 a hoard of 240 copper coins was discovered in the village 
of Naranpur, Dharampur State. All the coins except two were sent to me for 
examination. They are to be assigned mostly to six of the later Sultans of 
Gujarat. Only 20 copper coins of these Sultans have been illustrated by Dr. 
Taylor. This hoard supplies some new types for many of these kings. Some 
coins are unique. For instance, the coin of Muzaffar III with Wate 967, must 
bring the initial date of that Sultan one year earlier than that determined by 
Dr. Taylor, just as he, onthe authority of his coins, finds himself justified in 
correcting Firishta's view that Muzafiar came to the throne in 969 (Four. Bo, Br. — 
R. As. Soc. Vol. XX1, p. 305). None of the coins is dated alter 977, and it 


appears that the hoard was buried in the troublesome times immediately preceding 


the conquest of Gujarat by Akbar in go.

CONSERVATION COMMENT. 
Kaira and Panch Mahals District. 
CHAMPANIR. 


1. The conservation work of the monuments at Champanir was in progress 
and the expenditure incurred during the year 1916-17 was Rs. 7,705. |

They have not 
opened up any further, but during the heavy rains of the last year water was 
found percolating through one of them, clearly indicating that it was a through 
crack. All the depressions on the outside eaffate of the dome, cspecially those 
near the cracks, have been filled up. What is further necessary is to close the 
exterior face of the through crack to as great a depth as is possible from outside. 
At first I thought of using the grouting machine, but now I rather doubt the 
feasibility of using it upon the dome ; it will be such a job getting it into position 
there; and, in any case, the adhesiveness of the cement itself, when forced into 
the crack, will not, of course, be sufficient to hold it against any further movement, 
if this is due to such major causes as, for instance, settlement of foundations or ° 
intense reverberation. The great thing, therefore, is to keep water from getting 
in from the outside. | have fccordingly asked the Executive Engineer, Bijapur, 
fo draw up the necessary estimate and carry out the work in the next monsoon 
when much artificial watering will not be necessary.

Was proved to be correct when blasting operations «were carried on three years 
ago i a quarry situated about 1,228 feet from the monument and some corbels 
from the western cornice actually fell down. Blasting without any restrictions, in 
the close neighbourhood of Gol Gumbaz, was therefore not advisable, es ecially 
in the case of the well which was only 715 feet distant from it and eigenen also. 
as the result of this blasting a portion ? the city wall act ually roiled cuca 
The Executive Engineer, therefore, naturally rash his very best to stop it, but as 
all his efforts were of no avail, he informed me of the dangerous situation by 
: =e as he thought he could 
not stop it, | was compelled to. inform Government of the whole affair, I was 


glad to find that the blasting was stopped soon. Immediately thereafter I went 


to Bijapur to inspect Gol Gumbaz: Fortunately no structural damage was visible 
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though it could not be said that no incipient damage was done which would have 
developed and visualised itself with further blasting if it had been allowed to go 
_on as unrestrictedly as before: It was now necessary to decide how far blasting 
was to be allowed. Accordingly, the Collector, the Executive Engineer, and 
myself met in a conference, settled under what conditions blasting could be 
permitted, and submitted a joint report to Government. It was agreed that only 
the shaft shotld be excayated and not the well which was dangerously close, 
that blast holes not exceeding 6” in depth should be bored and not at all from 
12° to 18” as was done previously, and that actual blasting should be carned on 
after carefully covering the top of the shaft with a thick screen composed of a 
material (such as bamboo or wood) which is a non-conductor of sound. 
12. The Church of Bijapur is in the immediate vicinity of an archeological 
building called Gagan Mahall, As there are several 
DOs. Mahal & Bijaper cracks in the latter monument and some of its arch 
Savane - pillars are sumewhat out of the perpendicular, it. was 
~ feared that it might fallon the Church at any moment. The District Judge, 
‘Bijapur, as Church Trustee, therefore, approached Government, requesting: that 
either the Gagan Mahall be put into a sale condition or that it be pulled down 
altogether. The walls of the Gagan Mahall were first checked -in roro and 
found to be a little out of the perpendicular. None of the deflections were, 
however, of a serious kind, but as it was not a matter of certainty at that time 
‘that movement had entirely ceased, it was thought safe to erect notice boards, 
warming the visitors. On the representation of the Church Trustee the walls 
“were again tested in November last exactly at the same places. Difference was 
observable only at two places, but this difference was So slight that it was 
practically aaphaible Besides, the portion of the Gagan Mahall which 1s nearest 
to the Church has all along been in a more sound condition than the rest of the 
building. At present, at any rate, there was, therefore, no danger to the Church 
on account of the Gagan Mahall. 1, however, proposed that the Executive 
Engineer, Bijapur, who is in direct charge of the archwological monuments of 
the district, should inspect the building every now and then, and especially in the 
rainy season, to detect any movement in the walls which, though it ts absent just 
now, may develop itself. The Government, l am exceedingly glad to find, have 
approved of my suggestion and, by their Order No. 3042; General Department, 
of the ss May 1917, have asked the Executive Engineer to submit his report 
annually after the rains. | 
13. The arches in the verandah of the Ibrahim Roza had in plates developed 
nto more or less serious cracks, and it was thought necessary 
Sayeanty to erect support arches exactly in the same manner in 
which they were built a few years ago to similarly prop up two arches.

; inspect the monument several times while I was 
encamped at this place for excavations during the last cold season, During this 
short period of 7 years the stipa has been reduced to an almost parlous me Bes 
The cause of it is, of course, the falar, which 3s found everywhere in the soil of 
sind and js the greatest enemy to archeological buildings in that province, It 
rises with the rains into the porous body of any brickwork accessible, and, drying 
abd crystallising in the dry weather, bursts an pulverises the fabric. This takes 

place more rapidly in the presence of air. The effects of the éa/ar were notice- 

able in the stzpa even as it was being extricated by Mr. Cousens from the debris. 

But during the space of 7 years that have now elapsed, the fa/gr has silently 

but so effectively attacked the various parts of the monument that unless speedy 
Steps are taken to arrest its depredations the stii~a must soon collapse. I have 

accordingly drawn up the necessary conservation note, and it is hoped that the 
‘Temedial measures therein proposed will be speedily adopted and the further 
disintegration of the monument effectively arrested.

28. A missing forana of the sabhdmandapa has been sculptured and 1s ready 
for being fixed. One or two flaws were noticeable, to which I drew the attention 
ef the Maistry. He has promised to remedy them. The sculpture has been well 
toned fown. There are two lintels of black stone on the right of the entrance 
in the east aisle of the courtyard, and one plastered lintel on the east of the 
Chandan Chauk. The Maistry now intends taking in hand the replacement of 
these by new white marble ones. 

29. ‘Twenty-one aisle cells have now been furnished with brass grille doors.

33. For the tonin of white marble sculptures the following expedient ts 
beingused. Yellow earth and smoke dust are dissolved in water and the solution 
is applied to the piece of marble to be stained and allowed to dry onit. The 
mixture penetrates the surface of the marble, and when washed away leaves 
behind a yellowish tint. The process has certainly the effect of cloudmg some- 
what the whiteness of the fresh marble, as may be seen from the pieces of the 
forana sculptured for the sabhamandapa Vimal Shah’s temple to replace the 
missing ones. 
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PART [V. 
EXPLORATION. 
Sirohi State. 

1. At the instance of Mr. Bhandarkar I resumed during the last cold season: 
the work of preparing an inventory of the ancient monuments of Rajputana where 
it had been left by him in 1911. I had mapped out a programme for a five 
months’ tour of exploration through Rajputana. I intended spending the first 
two months of the tour in visiting the places of antiquarian interest in the 
Siroht State, and then devoting the remaining three months to exploring 
Jasvantpura, Jalor, Jaitaran, Sojat anda number of other districts of Jodhpur, a 
list of which was kindly placed at my disposal by Mr. Bhandarkar. Unfortunately 
the tour had to be cut down considerably, as on account of pressure of work 
at the headquarters I could devote barely three months to exploration work. 
I was not able to leave Poona before the beginning of December 1916, and I was 
recalled again in the first week of March 1917. As the whole of this period— 
with two brief interruptions—was taken up with Sirohi itself, the rest of the 
programme had to be abandoned. 

2, Though Sirohi had been visited twice already by Mr, Bhandarkar, my 
object in placing this State first on the list was to fill up the /acune in our 
collection of the inscriptions of the Paramaras of Abt, most of which, | may 
add, are located within the confines of the Sirohi State. The project was 
completely successful. And we have now in our office an entire set of the 
inscriptions of this dynasty accessible in Sirohi. With the material I have 
collected this season, along with that which was already on record in this office, it 
is possible to reconstruct a skeleton of the history of this family of Rajput chiefs 
from the middle of the eleventh century to about the middle of the fourteenth 
century A. D., a subject which I intend making the theme of an article for the 
Director-General’s Annual of Archeology. 

3. The most netable discovery of this year’s touring through the Sirohi 
State must be called the marble temple at Varman, dedicated, to the Sun god, 
which can easily rank as one of the oldest Strya temples now standing. ‘This 
monument is interesting alike from an architectural and iconographic point of view, 
and, though in a state of advanced ruin, is pre-eminently deserving of preserva- 
tion. It is therefore to be wished that the Siroht Darbar be approached to take 
the requisite steps towards the conservation of this highly interesting relic of the 
past and look to its being kept in permanent good repair. 

Or. 

4. The first village to_be visited was Or—the Ur of maps—three miles 
due north-east of Kharadi (Aba Road). Besides the temple of Vishnu along 
with its subsidiary shrines standing on a high platform, the village contains a 
Jain temple,,now dedicated to Parsvanatha. Both are of a comparatively modern 
date and from the architectural point of view devoid of interest. The temple of 
Vithaljt is a triple shrine, that is, a shrine consisting of three cells in a row. The _ 
middle cell contains an image of Vishnu, locally called Vithaljt; while the other 
two contain Siva Litgas. Although this composite structure forms a single temple 
now, there can be no doubt that originally there stood in its place two separate 
small shrines at some distance from each other, which, at a subsequent period, 
were connected together by erecting side-walls so as to form a third central cell. 
The so-formed triple shrine was then provided with a common closed mandapa, 
the outer wall of which is pierced by a finely carved doorway of marble. On the 
dedicatory block of the lintel is sculptured a figure seated in the conventional 
attitude of meditation. The superior workmanship of this member, which distin- 
guishes it sharply from other parts of the temple building, betrays its extraneous 
origin and places it in a class with those superbly carved fragments which 
one notices round about the village of Chandravati and which are the sole material 
remains of the once flourishing capital of the Paramaras of Arbuda-mandala. 
On a pilaster of one of the side cellas of the triple shrine is engraved an inscription 
(in a local dialect) dated in V. 1589 Bhadrapada-sudi 11, recording a money 
grant to the shrine, from which it follows that the latter was in existence before 
that date, The outer walls of the central shrines are pierced by niches which — 
hold various Brahmanical deities. Worthy of note.are the well-carved alto-rilievos

of Lakultéa and Siva (Photo Nos. 4578-9) placed in the niches in the walls 
of the shrine on the right. The nature of the object held in the lower right hand 
of the latter image (Photo No. 4579) is not evident at first; but a little reflection 
will suffice to convince one that it can be nothing else than a begging bowl. The 
image 15 carved out of the same kind of stone as the building material; the 
decorative elements of the niche are alsé in entire agreement with the style of 
architecture of the temple. There is, therefore, no reason to doubt that the image 
is contemporaneous with and forms an integral es of the original fane. It was 
stated above that associated with the triple shrine there were smaller shrines 
standing on the same platform (Photo No. 4577): These contain marble or 
stone images of Sarya, Vishnu-Chaturbhuja and Siva and Paryatt. Near the 
western edge of the platform lies a fragment of the arch of & foraga sculptured 
on both sides, the centre of which is occupied by the seated figure of the four- 
armed Siva as Yogindra. The lower pair of hands are folded together in the lap, 
while the uplifted hands hold a trident and skull. This f pment bears.a striking 
resemblance to the corresponding portion of a foraua Pen, ami the group 
of temples on the bank of the well-known Mandakint Kunda at Achalgad.—The 
only objects worthy of notice in the local Jain temple are the two inscriptions 
dated V. 1242, engraved on the hase of the images of dvarapafas which flank the 
doorway of the closed hall. They contain a village-name Odagrama, which is 
undoubtedly identical with that of the village under description. It thus appears 
that since the twelfth century the village has continued te be known under 
the name Od or Or. It also follows from the record that formerly the temple was 
dedicated to Mahavira. 





Girvar. 

5: Retracing our steps we turned westward in the direction of Girvar, which 
iS eight miles due north-west by west of Aba Road. Girvar is noted for its 
ancient Vishnu temple of tee hal aname which imports as much sanctity 

2 Abt. Mr, Bhandarkar has already done justice 
to the antiquities of Girvar in the Progress Report for the year ending March 1907, 
and in particular to the two inscriptions (Inser. Nos, 273 7-8), one of which throws 
a flood of light on the obscure history of the Paramaras who held sway over the 
country round Aba. We might, therefore, pass on to the consideration of a sité 
(Photo No. 4581), from which there has been recently unearthed, among other 
things, a large Siva Lihga and pedestal. The massive dimensions of these objects 
of Siva worship may be gathered from the following figures. The diameter 
of the pindé is 15", while across the yoni the diameter measures nearly 3° 10"; 


the height of the pinzdi above the yont is 20”, but above ground level its 
height must have measured as much as 7/6", As remarked above, the whole 


of this massive ae was buried under a mass of debris, leaving only a portion 
of the polished edge of the pindt exposed to view. The cunosity of the 
villagers, at first actuated, I suppose, by the evident traces of the ruin of a 
temple buildmg with which the site abounds, led them to dig around the 
exposed edge of the pivdi. Great was their surprise when they lighted upon 
this Lihga. Shortly after the discovery of the latter a well-preserved sculpture of 
Nandin was exhumed. THese are clear traces of there having stood on this spot 
a Siva temple, the antiquity of which is attested by the massive proportions of 
the Linga and the style of decoration of the mutilated members that are lying 
around in abundance. These fragments are mostly well-carved and very caetailly 
finished. The Liiga, we are told, has not been moved. And as the prenaliba 
(water channel) points regularly to the north it is possible that the Linga is even 
now nearly mm stfv. In the close vicinity of the site of this ruin stands a_ brick 
structure which attracted our attention by the large size of its bricks, They 
measure On an average 16°x 102"x23", Of the same size are the bricks of a face 
of a wall exposed to view during the excavations eared out by the villagers, 
which from its position appears to have been the retaining wraitt: of the plinth of 
the old Siva temple. The above mentioned brick structure serves now to shelter 
& number of idols of Brahmanical goddesses, such as Kalt, Indrant, Brahmant 
and others. It is not clear what sort of a ithara the Siva temple had, if, indeed, 
it did havé one; for, although | oe examined the exposed fragments, I found 

ooked upon as having formed a part af 
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the spire. I might have been worth while exploring systematically the site, 
which within 4 circumference of about 80 or go feet from the Linga is studded 
with brick-bats and broken members of buildmgs, It is, therefore, a great pity 
that the villagers have already set-about building a temple in which to enshrine 
the Syayambho-Siva (!) on the very spot where the Linga was unearthed, thus 
obliterating all traces of the older temple. 

Datani. 
, 6. Our next halt was at Datant, a village situated 6 miles north-west of 
Girvar. Datantis believed to be the scene of the battle foughtin V. 1640 
between Maharao Surtin of Siroht and Emperor Akbar, in which the Maharao 
was victorious. There are three temples in the village, none of which contains any 
feature of architectural note. But the local Siva temple of SiddheSvara contains 
a sculptured memorial stone which, on examination, turned out to be the record of 
a dread rite called Aema/-puya performed by one Suja im. this very temple Tf 
VY. 1688 Phalguna-sudi2. The sculpture above the inscription represents the 
figures of a man and his wife standing side by side, with hands folded together 
in an attitude of worship. It appears that the ame/puja culmimated in the 
offering of the worshipper's own head, which was severed by a crescent-shaped 
instrument specially devised for the purpose. ‘The widow of this martyr immolated 
herself at the same time on his funeral pile. The motive of the suicide is not 
stated. 
Makaval. 


~ While at Datant we secured impressions of an inscription (No. 2739) of 
the Paramara Dharavarsha, the importance of which will be made clear presently. 
The inscription is engraved on a plain octagonal monolith of marble, about eight 
feet in height, standing on the brink of a small pond three miles due north-west of 
Datant. The name of the adjoining village is Makaval. There ts no other 
~esteaipat in sight ; the pillar stands by itself. The inscription is dated in V, 1276 
Sravana-sudi 3 Monday. The sioneis unfortunately very much the worse for 
weather action and the ingeription is: barely legible; and so the purport of the 
record cannot be made out. Clear, however, are the names of Dharfivarshadeva 
and his capital Chandrayatt, which data enable us to ascribe the record to the 
time of the Paramara Dharavarsha, son of YaSodhavala. The Vikrama year in 
which the record is dated, viz., 1276, becomes thus highly important, for this is 
the latest vear so far found for Dharavarsha. His earliest record, the one from 
Kayadra (Sirohy State) is dated in V. 1220, and as this one bears the date 
V. 1276, it follows that his rule extended over the somewhat prolonged period of 
56 years if not more. It 15 unnecessary to pomt out the importance of this piece 
of information in the matter of settling the chronology of the Paramaras. 

§. During the Christmas holidays I visited the Dilvada temples on Mount 
Abt and drew up notes on the work of repair going on there, for the guidance of 


the Superintendent in anticipation of his annual visit of ins ection, which had 


necessarily to be of very short duration as he was at that time busy excavating in 
Sind and haa very little time to attend to work elsewhere. 


About four miles to the north-west of Roheda Station is situated the 
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. village of Nitora, which contains several temples, of which only two are deserying 


“of special notice, and they are the shrine of Sarya and the temple of ParSvanatha, 


~~ 


“The former faces the east and stands along with several other shrines inside an 
enclosed court, Inside the cella there are two marble. inages standing on an 
elevated’ platform: one of them is Siirya wearing Hessian boots, and the other, 
smaller in size, is the image of a two-armed goddess. In one hand she holds a 
lotus and in the other an object which looks like a kafeSa. On account of the 
ahetuce of any distinguishing vehicle, s2 also the palicity af symbols, it is difficult 
to identify the goddess. But there can be no doubt that she is in some way 
associated with Siirya (and may be even the Sakti of Siirya); for, the images 
exhibit similar decorative details, the same stiff attitude; m fact, the same tech- 
nique throughout. It is worth noting that the legs of the goddess are represented 
as slightly bent at the knee as though she were about to kneel. In the centre of 
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the small porch of this temple is a kind of a chaumuéh stand bearit 
polished circular slab of stone (Photo No. 4582). A curious aspect of the 
orientation of the square pedestal is that its corners point to the cardinal directions. 
At Vasa, about a mile and half to the north-east of Roheda, there js a large Siirya 
temple, in the porch of which is placed a similar ehanmukh stand; but the Jatter 
culminates in a “flat full-blown lotus.” In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, there 
are, | understand, two or three such pedestals with full-blown lotus on top. But 
‘i Our specimen it is impossible to think that the circular disc above al uded to 
stands for a lotus. We must look for its explanation in some other attribute of 
Sirya. It will be remembered that the car of Sirya has only one wheel ; in fact, 
ekachadra is one of the epithets of the Sun god. Such being the case I see no 
reason why the undecorated flat disc should not be looked” upon as an emblem 
of the vehicle (va@hana) of Sitrya (like Garuda of Vishnu and the Nandin of Siva) 
which is, in fact, not hing more or less than’the visible dise of the luminary,—The 
only other temple in Nitora that js worthy of special mention is the temple of 
Parsvanatha. The cella contains the typical marble image of a Jain firthamkara, 
But it is doubtful whether this image was originally meant to be one of Parévya- 
natha ; for, the emblem cigtaved on its pedestal 16 not a Serpent, as 8 to be 
expected in the case of Pargvanatha, but a whee! ; which latter, by the way, finds 
no mention at all in the canonical list of emblems of the four and twenty firthavr-

10. Our next halt was at Kojra, which is situated about jo miles due 
north-east of Nitora. Opposite the Jain temple of Sainbhavanatha stands the 
inscribed slab conveying the gilt of the village to the Purohita of the royal 
household. The record belongs to the reign of the Chohan (Devada) king 
Suratana and is dated on the oth of Ashadha-vadi V. 16 ZA: Th otateathnedhe 
pilt was made at the request of Dhardbai, the queen dowager, In the middle 
of the village stands a temple of Vishnu, locally known as Parasurama, which is 
highly popular with the Kumbhars (potters). We were in fact told by a local 
Bhat that the temple was built in V. 900 by a Kumbhar. Although the chronicle 
may be right as regards the caste (.¢., profession) of the builder of the temple, the 
style of the architecture does not support the claim to the alleged antiquity. 
| was interested to know what sort of image they make of Paragurama and so 
visited the temple early in the morning in order to inspect the pod while he was 
being bathed, as that is the only occasion on which the image is undraped. 
It was disappointing to find that the so-called Paragurima was no other than the 
four-armed Vishnu-Chaturbhuja.—Close by this teniple, standing on an etinence 
is the Jam temple dedicated to Sambhavanatha. The oldest portion of the 
structure dates probably from the twelfth century, but many additions and 
alterations have been made in the intervening period, Even now the temple is — 
undergoing elaborate renovation at the hands of the local Bania aoa 
The image which at present finds itself in the main shrine is undoubted y 
that of Sambhavanatha as the /aacthana on the base of the ima geis a horse, and 
thus the temple is rightly called the temple of Sambhavanatha. But an. 
inscription engraved on a pillar of the giidhamandapa tells a different story. 
Only two lines of the inscription (No. 2740) are now visible from under the coat 
of chunam with which the pillar has in recent times been covered, and they-are: 
1. [Satm]jvat 1224 Sravana-vadi 14 | Some]. 
2, Sri Parasva-natha-deva-chaile Rana Rava 
As there is.every reason to believe that the pillar is in situ it follows that the 


temple was originally consecrated to Parsvanatha. 
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Bamanvariji. 
t1. Ten miles from Kojra and nearly as far from Siroht lies the popular 
firtha of Bamanvarji, which attracts pilgrims not only from all over Sirohi but 
even from other states of Rajputana. The group of temples stands at the foot 
of one of the small hillocks which lie along the main road between Sirohi and 
Pindvada. A high wall encloses the temples and the secular buildings built all 
around for the convenience of the pilgrims. The main temple, which is dedicated to 
Mahavira, locally called Bamanvarji, belongs probably to the 14th or 15th century, 
but it has undergone extensive additions and alterations in the interval. The pujart 
has a fable—too fantastic to be repeated here—to tell in explanation of the word 
Bamanvarji. But in older inscriptions the place-name occurs as Bambhanavada- 
grama, containing the element va¢(a) which occurs at the end of so many other 
place-names, e.g., Anhilvad, Dilvada, etc. Curiously enough, in the heart of this 
sanctum dedicated to Jain worship a Siva Linga also finds a place, and, from all 
accounts, has occupied that place from time immemorial. Within recent years 
the Jain community had attempted to oust this emblem of Siva, but its restoration 
was speedily brought about, we were told, by a royal mandate. From an 
architectural point of view the temple is unimportant. An inscription (No. 2742) 
on the architrave of one from the row of small shrines that surround the court- 
yard records the dedication of that shrine in V. 1519 by a Pragvata (Porvad) 
Bania living in Viravataka. This village is to be identified with Viravada 
(Birwara of Quarter Sheet 20 5. E.) situated a mile to the-north-west of Baman- 
varji. In the same inscription the. /irtha itself is called Brahmanavada-grama- 
mahasthana—tin the south-west corner of the enclosure of the temple there 1s a 
small shrine dedicated to Mahadeva. Outside the shrine stands an inscribed 
stone (Inscr. No. 2743) built into the outer wall of the shrine. The edges of the 
stone are chipped and its lower portion is also damaged. In piaces the hollows 
have been filled in with cement. The record, which is short, is dated in V. 1249 
(A. D. 1192) and refers itself to the reign of the Paramara king Dharavarsha. 
i have alluded to inscriptions of this king dated in V. 1220 and 1276. The inserip- 
tion in Bamanvarji gives us thus only an intermediate date. The stone bemg 
highly weather-worn, the contents of the record could not be made out satisfactorily. 
The language appears to be a local dialect. The name Bambhanavada-grama 
is clearly discernable, and thus probably the record is one of a gift either to this 
temple or some other temple in this village. The inscription begins as follows :—

12. From Bamanvarjt we had intended to proceed directly to Sirohi. But 
on receiving intimation that Balda, a village only six miles away, contained a very 
old Jain temple, we turned away from our objective and madea defour of a couple 
of miles in order to visit Balda. Great was our disappointment when on arriving 
there we found that the “ very old Jaintemple” of which we were told was a temple 
of the 14th or 15th century with no pretensions to architectural interest. The 
temple stands on a high platform and consists of the main shrine, a large all and 
an enclosed aisle of cells, which latter are empty. The main shrine centains an 
image of Mahavira installed in V..1697: The temple is, however, much older 
than the image; for, in the inscription (No. 2744) engraved on the lintel of 
the door opening into the cella, it is recorded that in V. 1483 Jyeshtha-sudi 
*7 Monday Gunabhadra renovated the temple built by his ancestor Baladeva. 
Also at the same time an image of Mahavira was installed there. ‘The. sum 
needed for getting the image made was subscribed ‘by several pious Jains whose 
names are also recorded in the inscription. 


Sirohi. 


13. At Sirohi we made a short halt in order to lay ina store of provisions 
in anticipation of our protracted sojourn in comparatively wil |. tracts, and also in 
connectioa with certain slight differences that had arisen in our dealings with the 
local authorities, and that were happily adjusted through the kind mediation o! the 
Dewan Saheb. While there, I wanted to inspect the Vasantagadh inscription of 
Parnapala (dated V. 1099), which was removed from its find-place and brought 





to Sirohi for safe-keeping. However, as no one at the Darbar knew where it had 
since been housed, | ie to ahandon the pursuit in exchange of a promise on the 
part of the Secretary to the Musaheb Ala to make fu 
ine know.

Kolar. 

14. At the foot of the eastern mountain range running from Sixoht north- 
wards lie to the east of the cart track the remains of the ald township of Kolar 
(about five’ miles due north-east of Siroht) which is all but deserted now. _ At 
present the only habitation there is that of the family of the pujdrt attached to 
the temple of Adinatha and afew Banias. ‘The temple has been restored in 
recent times by the Jain community of Paladi, which lies about five miles further 
north. It possesses no architectural features of note, Those of the images in 
the temple that bear dedicatory inscriptions date from the 18th or igth century 
ofthe Vikrama Era, Worthy of notice js the sculptured Makrana lintel (Photo 
No. 4583) of the central bay of the pillared corridor adjoining the sabhdmandapa 
on the side of the entrance door of the temple. On this architrave is carved in 
high relief the pictorial representation of a legend, probably from the life of a 


Jaina firtharkara, the full significance of which, however, is not evident. In . 


the left corner of the sculpture is represented a queen reclining on a canopied 
couch. Then follow in succession from left to right the following fourteen objects : 
elephant, bull, sdraditéz (or horse), Gaja-lakshmr (with elephants), an unintelli ible 
symbol, the Sun and Moon, andusa, éalasa, walled town, river (to be identified 
by the fish and tortoises swimming in its water), temple, sahasra-/tiiga, and lastly 
ratha, The connection between these fourteen objects and the sleeping queen 
is elucidated by the following legend in Nagar! characters of the 12-15th century 
engraved in the left corner of ihe sculpture: Maharaja Usaladevi chaturdasa 
svapnant pagyatt; ‘Maharant Usaladevi dreams fourteen dreams! The space 
above this pene is carved with a design of pointed leaves separated by 
omamental chains of beads. On the soffit of the architrave is scul tured a row 
of rosettes arranged in narrow panels, This odd architrave of marble has been 
undoubtedly imported from the ruins of an older temple. It may be noted that 
Makrana does not otherwise come into use in the construction of the temple 
under description.—Kolar might have been a big-swed town at one time. 
Prominent among the ruins are the dilapidated remains of the bastions and 
buttressed walls of a disused fort which overlooks the village from. the crest of 
the adjoming hill. : 
_  Paladi. 

i5. Paladi is a large village situated about ten miles to the north-east of 
sirohi. My object in making a halt in Paladt was to secure impressions of an 
important Chahamana inscription from the local temple of Mahavira, an inscrip- 
tion which by virtue of its position is a piece of direct evidence of the gradual 
encroachment of the Chahamanas of Marvar into the terntory of the Paramféras 
of Abo in the beginning of the 13th century A.D. The temple is in’ religious 
occupation of the community, It faces the north and consists of a gitdha- and 
sabhimandapa, an elaborate porch, and an enclosed aisle of cells, some of 
which contain images of firthaméaras. The sabhdnandapa has a domical ceiling 
Supported as usual on an octagon of pillars. Between the monolithic shaft and 
the capital is inserted ‘a short length Bt et necking consisting of a fluted 
vase resting on a fluted cushion in order to secure the requisite height (Photo 
_ No, 4584). Seven of the pillars are inscribed with short records giving the namé 
(or names ‘as the case may be) of the donor who contributed the sum needed 
for erecting the column, _All the inscriptions (Nos. 2745—50) are dated on the 
same day, viz.. Friday Ashadha-vadi rin V. 1248. In the fidhamandapa 
there is a marble image of standing dvarapala on either side of the shrine door, and 
smaller images of firthashtaras are placed in the niches of the eastern and 
western walls of the main shrine. The insvription (No. 2751) for which we came 
here is engraved on a stone of the outside wall tear the porch of the temple. It 
is dated in V. 1249 Magha-sudi to Thursday and refers jtself to the reign 


of Mahardjadhiraja Sri-Kelhanadeva and his son Jayatastha-devs. It also 
mentions the latter's chief minister Vilhana and another person named Rajadeva,. 


son of Sa(Bho ?)madeva, who was in some Way related to Jayatasiha's minister. 
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The abraded condition of ihe stone leaves unclear what it was that Rajadeva did 
to this temple of Mahavira. The kin Maharajadhiraja Kelhanadeva, to whose 
reign the record refers itself, is nindaubtedty the Chahamina Kelhana, son of 
Alhana, whose capital was at Nadol (Naddala). Pandit Gauriskankar in his 
Hindi history of Sirohi (Szro/ti-ra ya-ka [tthasi, p. <6, footnote) gives the date of 
this record as V. 1239. This is, however, a mislection as the details of the date 
(which were kindly verified for me by my learned friend Dewan Bahadur Swami 
Kannu Pillai) are correct osily for the year V. 1249 and not for V. 1239. 


_ Theedate thus corresponds to Thursday, 14th January, A. D. 1193. As the 


name of the Yovaraja is mentioned in the record along with that of his father, it is 
possible that the Yuvaraja had been enjoying the country around Paladias his 
bhakti. The real importance of the inscription hes, however, in the conclusion 
deducible from it that even before the end of the twelfth century the Chahamanas 
had penetrated into the kingdom of the Paramaras as far as Paladt, which is not 
more than forty miles direct distance from Chandravatt, the capital of the 
Paramaras. 
Vagin. 

16. From Paladi we visited Vagin which is about a mile away from the 
former village. The two Jaina temples of Vagin stand side by side on an 
eminence surrotnded by a high walled enclosure. One of these temples is conse- 
crated to Adimatha and the other to Gantinitha. The plan of both is exactly 
alike; the temple of Adinatha 1, however, slightly larger than the other. The 
extenor of the temples is devoid of ornamentation excepting a narrow horizontal 
band decorated with lozenge-shaped leaves. Originally the temple of Adinatna, 
which may roughly be attributed to the rath or rath century, appears to have 


consisted only of the shrine, pudhamaygapa and porch., At some subsequent 


period the porch was extended by the addition of a large open hall with a domed 
ceiling supported as usual on an octagon of pillars and also by a pillared corridor 
adjoining this hall. There are in the temple of Santinatha three inscriptions 
(Nos, 2752—s4): two short records on two of the pillars.of ‘the original porch 
are dated both in V. 1264, snd contain the names of the donors. The 
inseription on the architrave of the doorway of the main sbrine is much later 
than these, being dated in V. 1359 in the reign of Samamtasinha-deva and 
records the gift of a certain quantity of god/tima (wheat-flour) to the temple for 
the purpose of defraying the expenses incidental to the holding of the annual 
festival (yatra). The name of the village is given as (Vaghasina) situated in the 
Naddoladega, “The word a#ivada occurting 1m the inscription is used in Marvar - 
to denote a small’ arahatta (Persian wheel), irrigating only about half as much 
as the latter, while saz is the name for a measure of 16 payatis. The importance 
of the inseription lies in its date V. 1359, which is later by five years than the 
latest date mentioned for Samaiitasimha by Mr, Bhandarkar in his article ‘on 
the history of the Chahamanas of Marvar, which is the most up-to-date and 


detailed pronouncement on the subject. I may here add that even V. £359 15 not 


the latest date for that king, for at Uthaman (see next paragraph) I discovered 
another inscription referring. itself to the reign ol Samvatasimha which ts 
dated in V. 1362. 
Uthaman. 
17. Not more than about a mile and a half to the north-east of Paladi lies 


the village now known as Uthaman. In the Quarter Sheet No. 20 S. E. the name 


is:shown as “ Utan” which stands evidently for Uthan. This difference of 
pronunciation does in fact exist; for even in the local inscriptions the name 1s 


spelt sometimes as Uthaman and sometimes as Uthan» or wthdn. In the local 


Inina temple there is an inscription (No, 2753) onthe finely carved. mais 
pedestal of the image in the main shrine recording the gift of sa/abattu (2) to the 
temole of Parévanitha by Devadharji, son of Dhanasava by his wife Dharamau, 
In this record the temple is referred to as the oa lpapanne bi In the inscription 
(No, 2766) on the lintel dated V. 125% the place is called. Othana, | the smal 
Shitne weanding on a high mound adjoming the hill at the foot of which Uthamag 
itself lies is a temple of Mahadeva locally known as _ Uthamesar (Uthamesvara). 
Besides the shrine there isa gi¢hamandapa adjoining the simple porch. On 
either side of the doorway is an mseri tion (Nos, 2757-58) incised on the pilasters of 
= 2i7—17 : 
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of Satnvatasimha. The language ts Marvarl. The purpose of the inscriptions is 
to record grants to the temple. Just outside the porch there is a third inscription 
(No. 2760) engraved on the faces of a dwart pillar square in section. It refers 
itself also to the reign of a Samvatasimha of Naddala and is dated in the Vikrama 
year 1362. This Samwvatasitnha can be no other thap the Chohan ing of that 
name, son of Chachigadeva, The date of the inscription is, as remarked above, 
the latest hitherto known date for Sarvatasitha. Unfortunately the stone is 
highly abraded and the inseription is toa great extent illegible, though it seems 
almost certain that the record consists chiefly of an inventory of a large number 
of donations made to this Siva temple by various persons at the same time. Both 
the Jain temple (Photo No. 4585) and the temple of Uthamesar (Photo No, 4586) 
must b: anterior to the inscriptions found there. The massive torus mouldings 
and the width of these and the other horizontal courses point to the roth or 11th 
century as the period of their construction. The curvilmear f2f/ara of the 
Mahadeva temple is made of brick and has been roughly plastered over in recent 
years. The diaper relieving the outer walls of the shrine is preserved and, though 
simple im pattern, is executed with clearness and decision. In the Jain temple the 
torus moulding is somewhat more slender than in the other specimen, and the former 
temple may perhaps on that account be attributed to a slightly later period. 
Rarabar. 

18. Midway between Palad) and Rarabar, which is two miles east of Paladi, 
are to be seen on the bank of the river Sukti two small Siva temples. A high 
wall surrounds the platform on which they stand. The locality ts known as 
Parmch-devall. The name would lead us to expect a group of five temples at 
that place. And in fact we are told that at one time some more shrines had stood 
there, some of which were carried away during the mundations of the river. 
However that may be, there are only the two above-named fanes to be seen there 
now. Above the doorway of one of the shrines there isan inscription dated in 
the V. 1231 referring itself to the reign of [the Chahamina| Maharajadliraja 
Kelhanadeva.—At some small distance from Rarabar, lying in the folds of the 
mountains is a Shrine dedicated to Mahadeva known by the name of Gangipiya. 
At the annual me/a of this temple the Bhils and Menas of the neighborstioat 
assemble in large numbers, make a confession of all their misdoings of the previous 
year before the Great God, and lay down at the same time a portion of the spoils 
at the God's leet. And woe betide him who hides a secret guilt at this con- 
fession, for he lives not to see the year out! The confession ts meant only forthe 
ears.of the God and no royal! official dares to disturb the sinners in the midst of 
this confidential interview, So we were told by the pujari of the Parnch-devalt 
shrines.

19. Our next halt was at Las, about ten miles due north-west of Paladi, with 
which we reached the northernmost point of ourtour, In Las there are altogether 
fivé temples: two Jain and three Hindu. None of them show any architectural 
features of note, One of the Jain temples dedicated to Adinitha is undergoing 
repairs. The old sabha@mandapa has been completely dismantled and a new one 
is being erected in its place. The only object of antiquarian interest of the 
locality is a much mutilated but well-carved sculpture standing supported against 
the outer wall of the Lakshmi-Narayana temple. The sculpture represents a 
standing figure of a four-armed god and his consort, Only the (proper) left 
arms of the god are intact; one of them passes round the slim waist of his consort, 
while in the other he holds a lotus ‘bud. As the emblems in the other hands of 
the male figure are broken away, it is difficult to say with certainty what deities 
the fragment represents; but the probability is that the group is a -representation 
of Lakshmi-Narayana. On its base is an inscription (No. 2462) dated both in 
Vil , year 1344 and S’‘aka 1209 and referring itself to thereign of Ma/araya- 
dhiraja Samyatasimha, the Chohan king, several of whose inscriptions have been 
mentioned above. [In |, 2 wealso find the name Jabalipura—the sanskritised form 
of Jalor—which stands in all probability for the capital of the said Chohan chief, 
although on account of the abraded condition of the stone it is not possible to 
athirm this with certainty. 


Gol. 


20. From Las we proceeded to Gol, which is about eight miles due south of 
it. Gol contains only two temples worthy of note—the temple of Amba Mata 
(Photo No. 4587) and the Chaubhuj temple (Photo Nos. 4538-89). The former 
stands on a high platform built of ashlar masonry. The small quadrilateral porch 
over the’entrance steps widens out into an oblong hall with a flat roof supported 
on twelve pillars, two of which are in the centre of the hall.- One of the six bays 
into which the ceiling is thus divided culminates’in a richly sculptured domical 
roof, while the others are merely covered by an arrangement of one square slab 
and three triangular slabs resting symmetrically on th€ architraves. Lhe massive 
mouldings running round the outside of the shrine wall indicate an age much 
higher than that of the poorly sculptured image of the goddess inside the shrine, 
on the base of which is incised the date V. 1752. In the niches in the 
southern and western walls there are placed images which are replicas in miniature 
of the principal image inside the shrine. Curiously enough on the north wall 
there is no niche and the transverse courses run. straight on undisturbed. The 
goddess locally known as Amba Mata is portrayed standing with a Sérdu/a on 
either side. In the two (proper) right hands she holds a trident and rosary and 
in the lower left a Aamandalu. The object held in the upper left hand is not 
quite clear but looks very much like a bell. On the right door jamb there is an 
inscription in a local dialect, dated in the V. 1752, like the one on the base of 
the principal image, and records probably repairs to the temple and the installation 
of the image. The temple shows signs of having again undergone repairs in 


_ yery recent times.—The temple of Chaubhuj stands on a high plinth and consists 


of three cells in a row, all of the same size. The curvilinear §ikhara of the 
central shrine is larger than those of the side shrines. In ‘the middle cell there is 
an undated image ; but the image of Sarya (on the left) and that of Vishnu 
(on the right) in the other shrines are both dated in the year 1741 and refer to 
the reigh of Verisala [Vairisala] I, chief of Sirohi. The temple is built out of odd 
members belonging to.other and older temples. A low parapet runs round the 
platform on which the shrine stands. The skew brackets embedded in the front 
wall of the shrine indicate that the open space in front was intended to be covered 
by a domical roof. The niches at the back of the -temple contain images of 
Brahma, Vishnu and the Sun; those of GaneSaand the Sun are placed in the 
niches of the lateral walls. Lying near the parapet adjoining the shrine of Vishnu 
I noticed a low marble stool, polyhedral in section, about a foot in height and 
eighteen inches in diameter. The sides are covered with a bold diaper-pattern 
andthe top is carved in the form of a conventional lotus. It is the lotus 
emblematic of the Sun-god. 
Kalandri. 


2t. From Gol we moved to Javal (Zawal of Quarter-Sheet 20 S. E.) and from 
there we visited Deldar and Mandvaria. But none of these places contains any- 
thing worthy of notice. 2” route from Javal to Sanvada we halted at the village 
of Kalandrt about six miles south-west of Javal. Besides a modern temple of 
Vishnu there is at Javal a Jain temple dedicated to Mahavira, of perhaps the 
fourteenth century. In the main shrine of this temple there is placed a sculptured 
panel representing in high relief a worshipper (upasaka) in the act of feeding a 

iveon, a representation which has probably reference to some incident in the 
life of a farthamkara. Worthy of note is the short record of four lines below the - 
sculpture, which is an unequivocal testimony of the prevalence of religious suicide in 
the Foartoentl century. ‘The inscription, which is dated V. 1389 Phalguna-sudi 
8 Monday, records that on that day the whole of the Samgha committed suicide 
by abstaining from food (anasanena divam gatah). The names of the prominent 
members of the Sammgha who ‘mmolated themselves in this way are given. The 
name of the village is given as Kalamdraht. 

22. At Sanvada about fifteen miles due south of Kalandri we halted in 
order to visit the neighbouring villages of Tokara, Asava, and Devakhetar, the 
antiquities of which will now be described in succession. “~® 

Tokara. 


ox. Tokara, which lies about two miles to the south-east of Sanvada, 


cannot now boast of more than a few isolated huts of shepherds, though at one— 


year. The | 
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time it must have been a large flourishing village. On the brink of the rivulet 
that streams through the hamlet, stands on a natural elevation a neglected 
group of shrines, the principalone of which is dedicated to the Sonadhan 
Mahadeva, In the south-west corner of the courtyard stands a dilapidated little 
shrine consisting of a cella and porch (Photo No. 4590). On the architrave of the 
door-frame is sculptured the image of Ganapati. The curvilmear SéAara of stone 
is ornamented with a design of elongated horse-shoe shaped chaiya windows. 
The finely carved @ma/aka is entire and in: position. The shrine is empty and 
serves as a store-room for chunam, On the left door jamb of the sanctum ts 
engraved the following inscription (No. 2763):

lt thus attributes the “establishment of the god" in that shrine to one 
Rao Vijado. Now, among the places of a rer interest described in his 
Hindi " History of Sirohi,” Pandit Gaunshankar Ojyha has included Tokara. 
There Pandit Gaurishankar speaks of a short record incised on a pillar of a shrine 
situated in the enclosure above alluded to, The inscription, he says, 1s dated 
V. 1334 Phalpuna vadi6 and adds that the shrme was bunlt by Rava Bijada, 
the Chahamana king ol that name. The Pandit proceeds to conclude from this 
that previous to the saul year, viz, V. 1333, the Devadis (the Chahamana 
family to which the present rulers of Siroht belong) must have extended théir 
sway as far as Mount Abd, evidently because Ge he imagines) the Chohan 
(Devada) king Bijad had erected a shrine at ‘Tokara. It will be noticed that 
all the details of the inscription described by Pandit Gaurishankar apree 
with those given above by me except in the matter of the readmg of the 
ee as given by the Pandit is 1433; while | have no doubt that the 
mseription | found on the very same spot’ bears the date 1232, This is a Serious 
discrepancy, what might be possible in 1393 1s certainly not possible in 1292. 
Moreover, assuming for the sake of argutnent that the year ase«given by 
Gaurishankar is correct, even then, the i aise of any ,royal title (such as 
Maharaja or Yuveraze, ete.), coupled with the name of the donor, would be, I think, 
a Serious objection to any attempt at identifyme Kao Byadu of the inscription with 
any royal personage whatever. It is hardly necessary to point out that the 
abbreviation Rao of the inscription may stand for Raval or Rathod or any similar 
clan-name beginning with Ra. Unless therefore the Pandit has through some 
oversight confounded the date of the inscription described above by me with 
some other inscription, it must be said that the learned Pandit is mistaken in 
his view regarding the extent of the possessions of the Devadas in the thirteenth 
century. . 


Asava. 


24. About two miles to the south-east of Sanvada is the village of Asaya, 
with which hangs a story of the slaughter of Brahmanas and the subsequent 
act of atonement for this transgression. It is narrated that Hammira, the younger 
brother of Jagamala of Siroh!, was both avaricious and impetuous. Blinded by 
his greed he attacked and seized by force several villages belimuiie to his brother, 
During a raid on the village of Asava he slaughtered several Brahmanas; 
whereupon their widows ail ears Rey themselves over the corpses of the victims of 


this aggression. Subsequently through the intercession of the relatives of this 


Hammira, the village of Asava together with a large part of the adjoining land 
was handed over in V. 1545 to Brahmanas as Drahmadaya, free of taxes and 
every other due. No royal official was ever ‘to enter the village. Such is, | 
believe, also the purport of some Marvari inscriptions of the sixteenth century 
outside the local temple of Vishnu. In this same village there isa well-carved 
image of Hanumat (about 5 feet high) of which the chief interest lies in the fact 
that. it bearssa date. From an inscription on the base we learn that it was 
fashioned for Bhamnda, son of Virastha, m V. 1355 Magha-sudi “10 (Inscr. 
No. 2764). The resinous oil poured over the image by countless devotees 
has formed such a thick crust over it that it is not possible to get a clear idea of 
the contour of the original sculpture (Photo No. 4591). . | 
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Devakhetar. 

25. Not more than a mile away from Asava lies the village of Devakhetar. 
and about two miles to the east of tre latter are situated the ruins of a group of 
temples within an enclosing parapet wall, Devakhetar was visited by 
Mr. Bhandarkar in 1906 and its antiquities are described by him in the Progress 
Report for the year ending March 19¢7. | shall, therefore, restrict my remarks 
ito the description of three short inscriptions discovered by me within the temple 

recincts, One of them, which is incised on a pillar of the sabhamangapa of the 

ree Siva temple, records the obeisance of the Satradhara and incidentally gives: 
the name of the god as Sidhesar (Siddhesvara), One often comes across short 
records containing salutations of sufrdadharas engraved on different portions af 
religious buildings. These names, | may add, are not of some siifradka@ra or 
other who had come there on a pilgrimage, but of the particular’sa/radiara who 
had planned and built the edifice. For, such records are not confined to religious 
buildings, but are found in connection with secular buildings also, as, for instance, 
in the Tower of Fame (Kirtham) at Chitorgad. The second inscfiption which 
appears to be dated V. 1230 (or 12347) is engraved below an image of Sioa 
and Parvati. It-has suffered severely from the effects of weather and is almost 
legible. Jt contains the name Devakhetar, trom which it follows that-the name 
of the locality has remained unchanged during the intervening nine centuries, 
The third and last inscription is a fragmentary record ina local dialect, engraved 
on the base of a column pertaining to the porch. of the main temple, The 
inscription is of some importance for the reconstruction of the history of the 
Paramaras. as it refers itself to the reign of the Paramira king Sumasiha 
(Somasimha) and bears the date 1293, which is the latest date hitherto found 
for him. The earliest date is that which we gather from a record in the temple o! 
Vastupala on Mount Aba-dated in Vo 1287 corresponding to A. D. 1230. 


Hathal. 


26. Hathal, called Hathaladi in the plates of the Paramfra Dharavarsha 
found at that place, is situated two miles north-east of Hanadra, the headquarters 
ofthe Tahsil. Ona low mound close tothe boundary of the village of Hathal stand 
the ruins of the two temples and a highly dilapidated small shrine. The site, which 
is covered with a profusion of carved fragments of various members of temple 
buildings, is now used as a public latrine | Across the slanting face of the mound 
cow-dung cakes are put out for drying. The above-mentioned shrine appears to 
have been dedicated to Siva but the Linga is missing. The shrine includes a 
water channel on its north side, while the fragment of a Nandin lying close by 
leaves no doubt as to the god enshrined there. The two temples alongside of this 
shrine are so hopelessly mutilated that it ts no longer possible to say with certainty 
to whom they were dedicated. The remains of the lowest courses which are still 
in sifu show that they were both surrounded by an enclosing wall! W ithin. living 
memory one of these shrines contained an image of Brahma which, having 
brought ill-luck to the village, was, we were told, despatched to the neighbouring 
village of Sakhay where it is still duly worshipped, ‘The third temple of the group 
is stated to have contained a representation of Sirya. Among the sculptures 
Surviving! I noticed the following: an image of Brahma broken in two halves, a 
rudely carved image of Sarya anda fragment which might have belonged to an image 
of Vishnu. There are Several Marvari inscriptions in the village, but no impres- 
sions were taken of these, as the inscriptions are of a comparatively modern date. 
In records of the 14th century the name of the place is piven as Brahma-sthana 
which indicates that the village was held as in@m by Brahmanas. In fact we 
learnt that it was made over to Brahmanas during the regime of the Paramaras of 
abo about V. 1915 (AWD. 11 58), . From that time date the stones engraved 
with representations of Siva Lingas, Sun and Moon, cow and calf—all emblematic 
of Dharma—which are to be seen buried at intervals along the boundary of the 
village in order to mark off its limits. This isa novel idea. I do not remember 
having seen boundary stones of that type clsewhere or even heard of them. 

| Dhandhapwur. 

27. From Hanadra I visited also the small villages of Dhandhapur situated 
about two miles south-west of Hanadra. Several Paramara inscriptions of the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries are to be found there, but most of them are so 
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weather-worn as to be absolutely illegible. In these old records the name of the 
place is given. as Dhandhukapura, probably so called after the Paramara king 
Dhandu(ka). Resting against the wall of a square chhabutra in the village is a 
memorial stone on which is sculptured in high relief a mounted rider armed with 
a spear. Below is a short record of three lines giving the date V. 1347 and the 
name of him in whose memory the stone was set up, viz., Arjuna, son of Paramara 
Patala. Paramara is a very common clan-name among the Rajputs. So there 
does not seem to be sufficient reason for identifying this Paramara Patala with the 
Paramara chieftain Pratapasimha and investing the latter, on the strength of it 
with a son of the name Arjuna, as one antiquarian has done. 


Udrat. 


28. While at Dhandhapur I was told that there were at a distance of not 
more than a couple of miles some ruined temples which were well worth a visit and so 
I set out tolook forthem. Aftersome hours of careful search in the wilderness 
I lighted upon the wreckage of two temples. The site is covered with lintels, 
columns, bas@s and capitals lying in a wild confusion as though the ground on which 
they were standing had been convulsed by anearthquake. Portions of the masonry 
plinth of one temple are still intact and in the debris lying around I discovered the 
fragment of a large slab forming part of the mandovara that was sculptured in 
high relief with the image of a firthamkara seated in an attitude of meditation. 
It may thus be that a Jain temple had stood there once upon atime. Not many 
yards away lie the remains of another temple, conspicuous amongst which are the 
deeply carved fragments of the stone szthara. The presence of the Siva Linga 
pedestal is evidence of its. being once a temple dedicated to Siva worship. From 
the character of letters engraved on the fragments, the temple may be ascribed 
roughly to the eleventh or twelfth century, a conclusion which is not at discord 
with the style of the ornamentation of the Szharas which are deeply sculptured 
with a design consisting of chaztya windows. 


Jolpur. 

29. On leaving Hanadra we halted at Revadhar so as to be able to inspect 
conveniently some villages in the neighbourhood of the latter town, The first 
village to be visited from here was Jolpur situated about four miles from Revadhar. 
The only temple in the village is in a state of advanced ruin. It consists of three 
shrines standing on a solid masonry plinth. The porch is ina highly dilapidated 
condition. The middle shrine contains a Siva Linga which goes by the name of 
Kalesar (KaleSvara). The doorway of this shrine is elaborately carved. To judge 
from the general style of workmanship the temples cannot belong to a_ date 
anterior to the twelfth century.—But about a mile or so from Jolpur are standing 
the remains of a complex ot highly dilapidated temples which are several centuries 
older than the one just described. The group, as it stands, consists of two large - 
shrines and three subsidiary shrines standing at a short distance behind the former. 
One of the larger shrines contains fragments of a massive pedestal of a Siva 
Linga of which the youz lies just outside the porch. Near the remains of the 
pedestal is lying what appears at first sight to be a dwarf pillar with section chang- 
ing from a square to a circle through an octagon. But as its dimensions agree 
exactly with those of the internal section of the abovementioned youz and pedestal, 
there can be no doubt that this shaft was once fitted into the circular opening of the 
jonz and is the actual Lmga. The other large shrine sheltered one whole and 
another mutilated image of Mahishasuramardini. The broken icon is fashioned 
out of granite—a stone not usually met with in these parts—and though not 
unlike the other image, which is of soft limestone, exhibits much finer workman- 
ship and greater finish of detail. Of the three subsidiary shrines, one is completely 
demolished (only the lowest course remaining zm situ), while the other which is_ 
better preserved is empty. The third subsidiary shrine contains a well-carved 
image of Sarya, broken in twain across the knees. The stone szkhava of most 
of these fanes have fallen in; but wherever isolated blocks of these are still 
standing in position, their ornamentation is seen to. consist of repetition in miniature 
of deeply carved chattya windows and facades, Many stones of the debris 
showed the same. design. The size of the sikhara may be judged from the 


fragmentary sector of an a@ma/aka with a radius of twelve feet six inches. For 


the antiquity of the temple speak the large size of the undecorated stone blocks 
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of which the walls are built, the massive size of the plain mouldings and the large 
clear horse-shoe shaped chaitya windows which form part of the design of the 
deeply carved Sikhara (Photo No. 4596-A). _ | 


Jiraval. , 


30. About five miles to the north-west of Revadhar lies the village of Jiraval. 
In inscriptions of the 14th century in the local Jaina temple situated at the foot of 
a hill to the west of the village the name of the village occurs as Jiratila or Jirala. 
The sanctum of this temple contains an image of Neminatha characterised by his 
laachhana of the coneh. But it is amply clear from the inscriptions 
(Nos. 2773—80) engraved on the jambs and lintels of the doorways of the 
subsidiary shrines that the temple was originally consecrated to Parsvanatha, a 
fact which is well known to the inhabitants of the village of Jiraval, who give the 
following reason for the change of denomination. ‘They narrate that during the 
regime of a Muslim king (whom they called Bokada Padashah) the temple was 
attacked, desecrated and plundered by a band of Muhammadan troops. During 
this raid the. image of Parsvanatha was pulled down and smashed to pieces by 
the bigotted iconoclasts. A long time after, when the temple was resuscitated, 
-an image of Nemmatha was made and installed in the place of the old image. 
The subsidiary shrines which form the enclosed aisle are all empty. The jambs 
and lintels of over forty of them are inscribed with dedicatory mscriptions giving 
the names of the donors, the quondam pontiffs, etc. The earliest of them is 
dated in V. 1421 and the latest in V. 1483. The donors seem to have been all 
Qsval Banias ; and this is the class to which the present Bania community of the 
village belongs. Visalanagara and Kalavanagara appear amos the names of the 
places of residence of some of the donors. It is well-known that at Visalanagara” 
there was a large colony of Osval Banias. The temple which is probably of the 
same date as the above-mentioned inscriptions, viz., the fourteenth century of the 
Christian era, contains no features of architectural note. 


Varman. 


+. The village of Varman lies along the main road leading from Devadhar 
to Mandar, a little to the west of the Sukli river which is a tributary of the Banas. 
The place seems to have been at one time of considerable importance, but now it 
has lost its former grandeur and is reduced to the condition of an insignificant 
hamlet. About a’mile to the north of the village there is a gigantic Vata (/72cus 
indica) tree which together with its off-shoots covers quite an acre of land and 
must be a growth of untold generations. To the south of the village stands on a 
high eminence a Jain temple dedicated to Mahavira. The main shrine is empty. 
But a large image of Mahavira which ts awaiting ceremonial installation is placed 
temporarily in the gujhamandapa, which contains also several other smaller 
images. Among these is.a finely sculptured image of -Kubera. In the pillared 
corridor to the east of-the sabhamaydapa there is a sculptured ceiling panel which 
bears an inscription dated in the year V. 1242. The central figure of this slab is 
* Gajalakshmi with elephants pouring water. The original temple 1s probably not 
older than this sculpture. The Szkhara which is very high, and therefore a 
prominent land-mark, was erected, we were told, within the last century. Quite 
recently a large sadhamandapa was added to the temple, as also a high wall 
enclosing the latter on all sides. The-columns of the sabha@mandapa are not 
uniform and betray the fact of their having been brought over from the ruins of 
older temples. In the enclosing parapet are built in on the inside two coarsely 
‘sculptured panels, in one of which the central figure is that of- Neminatha and in 
the other an unidentifiable ¢#rfhamkara. - The village also contains a Siva temple 
called the temple of Varmesar (Photo No. 4617).. In the: enclosing wall of this 
temple are built in sculptured figures which had once formed a part of the local 
Surya temple. Noteworthy is a large ei ade of Gajalakshmi placed in the 
courtyard of this temple. Water drawn by dwarfs from the reservoir is passed on 
to women sitting on a higher level, who are represented as handing it over to 
elephants standing above them ; these in their turn pass it on to a pair of elephants 
standing ona still higher level, which empty the £a/asas over the head of the goddess 
seated on the Aamalasana. “This sculpture, the design and execution of which are 
extremely happy, deserves to be transferred to and exhibited in a central museum. 
But the object of antiquarian interest for which Varman is justly famed is the 
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marble temple dedicated to the Sun-god which even now in its decay is an impos- 
ing structure (Photo Nos. 4598-4616). The careful finish of its carving, the 
proportion of its members and the parsimonious use of decorative detail, all tend 
to show that the building must have been constructed at a time when temple 
architecture was a vitally living art. The temple, which faces the east, consists of 
the shrine, sabhamandapa, pradakshima and porch. The oblong outline of 
plan is broken by projecting niches and windows from the mandapa and the 
circumambulatory (see drawing No. 1392). The Szkhara of the shrine has 
fallen away and the roof of the porch and»mazdapa is also partly demolished. 
Where the foundation has subsided or the pillars given away the loosened stones 
have slid off one another and are lying scattered round about the ruin (Photo 
No. 4598). In the debris | discovered a standing image of Sarya (broken clean 
across the knees) which must have occupied the main shrine (Photo No. 4612). 
I discovered also finely carved but partially mutilated images of the navagrahas, 
and the eight dkpalas (Photo Nos. 4615-16). The finest piece, however, is a 
mutilated group, the principal figure of which is the form of the Sun-god called 
Stirya-Narayana (Photo Na. 4609). To this group belongs the pedestal resting 
in the niche in the western wall of the sanctum (Photo No. 4600). The pedestal 
is sculptured in the form of a chariot drawn by seven steeds which is a marvellous 
piece of realism. Unfortunately most of the sculptures found here are frag- 
mentary, and even the fragments are highly mutilated. Several of the pillars of 
this temple are engraved with inscriptions (Nos. 2782—87) in which the god of 
the temple is referred to as Brahmana-svamin. One of the inscriptions belonging 
to the reign of the Paramara Parnapala, son of Dhandhua (Dhandhuka), states 
that in V. 1099 Jyeshtha-sudi 30 Wednesday, Nochaka, son of Sarama, 
repaired the temple. Another dated V. 1076 Chaitra-sudi 7 ( ratha-saptanii) 
records that Sohapa, while on a visit to the temple, presented to the god two 
fields. A third inscription belonging to the “ prosperous and victorious reign ”’ of 
Maharajakula Vikramasimha, and dated in v. 1356 Jyeshtha-vadi 5 Monday, 
gives the place-name clearly as Brahmana-mahasthana. There can be, therefore, 
no <doubt that Brahmana is the sanskritised form of Varman. Three other 
records are dated respectively in V. 1315, 1330 and 1342. 

32. As it would not be possible to do justice to larger questions of 
architectural and iconographic interest connected with this temple without the 
help of drawings and illustrations which cannot be reproduced here, I intend 
contributing an illustrated article to the Director-General’s Annua/ of Archeology 
where these subjects will be discussed in detail. é
